1 . Applicant's arguments filed 6/20/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that Friend et al (USAPN 
200/0132075, hereinafter Friend I) do not teach a method of controlling a thickness of a 
skin layer on a composite product, the fact that applicant has recognized another 
advantage which would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the prior art 
cannot be the basis for patentability when the differences would otherwise be obvious. 
See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1985). Furthermore, 
since Friend I teach all of the claimed process limitations, it stands to reason that a 
method of controlling a thickness of a skin layer on a composite product would be 
inherent with the process of Friend I. Also, Friend I teach using about 1 .0% to about 
15% by weight of carbon fibrils in the injected resin thus Friend I inherently produces 
composite products with a skin layers having a range of thickness reflective of the 
percentage of carbon fibril present in the resin, i.e., a method of controlling a thickness 
of skin layer is taught by Friend I. 

2. The information disclosure statement filed 6/30/06 fails to comply with 37
